of Russia's new 'governmental system, a 
responsible ministerial cabinet to bring 
order out of the present administrative 
chaos. 
Count Wittc, to whom all fac- 


tions look to assume the premiership, 
has spent almost the entire time of the 
past two days at Peterhof, 
wrestling 


with the emperor, insisting upon condi- 
tions in connection with his appointment 
whic-h his majesty was unwilling 
to 


grant. 


Upon his return to St. Petersburg to- 


night Count Witte announced that' the 
cabinet project, which has 
been lying 


signed for three days on the emperor's 
table, will not be promulgated tomor- 
row, intimating thereby that his program 
—wliich is known to include a species, of 
ccastitut'on involving the granting of 
"four libiirtieii,-" freedom of speech, free- 
dom of assembly, freedom of the press 
and Ireedom of person—has not been 
accepted. 
It is felt that the delay ean- 


not be long protracted and that it is only 
n question of hours until tho emperor 
confides the fortunes of the dynasty and 
the government to Count WitteV hands. 


Meanwhile, the situation is passing 


from bad to verse, withVatters at the 
moment in a state of unstable equilibri- 
um. 
Thc chiefs of state are at a loss 


how to act nnd the revolutionists, en- 
couraged by the inactivity of the gov- 
ernment, are growing liolder and more 
insistent in the demands made in their 
speeches.

California, being thus permitted to profit 
by the mistakes of others. 
'No\v, regarding the outfall sewer: . I 


have, for several months past, studied 
the 'working of our present 
outfall, 


\\-hich consists" of" a 20 inch vitrified 
sower pipe, about 4% miles in length, 
extending to a point within half a mile 
of the present discharge. 
Along this 


half mile a wooden box is used, which 
has bei-omo decayed and almost be- 
yond repair. 
. . . 
Our present population is,' in round 


numbers, 20.000. 
Assuming that three- 


fourths of bur population is using the 
present sewer system, and estimating 
(as did my . predecessor, Mr. Tielman, 
in one of ins reports to th« Board of 
Trustees^, that 200 gallo-is per day is 
to be allowed per capita, we have three 
million gallons of sewage 
daily dis- 


charged into the mains. 
There is no 


disputing the fact that this amount 
of sewage passes through the present 
nutfall iu the summer months, and this 
is the limit of its eapacity. 
In fact, 


ninny of my investigations show a con- 
gestion to 'the extent of 6 inches, or 
more, above the pipe in the outfall 
manholes, and the velocity, the mini- 
mum, 
being only 2 feet per second. To 


remedy this condition, I have recom- 
mended another 24 inch pipe of the same 
kind to be la-id parallel with, and three 
feet from the present one, to the sewer 
fam, and the discontinuation of the 
wooden box, as hereinbefore described, 
and thc extending of the present outfall 
to a point half a mile north, whicty will 
involve no (neater cost than were the
